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Admiral Washington 


Stresses Officer Shortage 


DMIRAL WASHINGTON, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, goes right 
to the heart of the personnel prob- 
lem of the Navy in his annual report. He 
shows that the classes at the Naval Acad- 
emy will not be sufficient to bring the com- 
missioned personnel up to the strength 
necessary to maintain our Navy at the 
ratio of 5-5-3 required by the treaty. He 
also goes at some length into the handicap 
under which the Navy labors in the 
reduction of the enliyted strength to 86,- 
. In discussing the subject he says: 

“During the past year a great number 
of officers have been examined for promo- 
tion, probably a greater number of written 
examinations being held in this fiscal year 
than at any other time in the history of 
the naval service. The bureau, by adopt- 
ing a policy of examining all officers be- 
low the grade of captain by supervisory 
boards, has effected a considerable saving 
in time and a very great saving in trans- 
portation costs. In addition to this sav- 
ing the examinations have become more 
uniform, in that all questions have been 
prepared by, and sent out from, the statu- 
tory Naval Kxamining Board at Wash- 
ington. 

“During the past year many ex-tempo- 
rary officers were given permanent com- 
missions, and approximately 400 of these 
officers have since become eligible for pro- 
motion to the next higher grades. In ac- 
cordance with the bureau’s previously an- 
nounced policy, the examinations of these 
officers for promotion were delayed until 
Aug. 1, 1922, in order to give them almost 
one year since the last examinations in 
which to prepare for the coming examina- 
tions. 


Disposition of the Academy Graduates. 


SOT HE law provides that midshipmen 
shall be commissioned ensigns upon 
graduation, and this was done this year. 
Of the 540 first-class men eligible for com- 
missions only 392 were commissioned, the 
remainder being permitted to resign im- 
mediately upon graduation. The officer 
personnel being far short of the actual re- 
quirements, for the treaty Navy, it is re- 
gretted that it was necessary to lose the 
services of approximately 150 officers. If 
the present monthly ratio is maintained 
during the coming fiscal year the losses 
due to resignation and retirement will be 
particularly severe, averaging about twen- 
ty per month, or approximately a_ total 
number of 240 for the year. It will be 
seen that an equal number (i.e., 240) from 
the next graduating class will be required 
to offset the predicted losses during the 
fiscal year, leaving the remainder, approxi- 
mately 180, available toward filling the 
vacancies now existing and that have ex- 
isted for some time in order to bring the 
commissioned personnel up to the strength 
necessary to maintain our Navy at the 5- 
5-3 ratio. 

“When it was known that the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill for 1923 carried no provi- 
sion for the pay of Reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty, except Class 1 and those con- 
nected with the training, drilling and in- 
structing of Reserve officers, all the Re- 
serve officers were ordered home to wait 
orders, detaching them in time to give 
them at least a month at home before they 


were released from active duty on June 30, 
1922. This necessitated assigning officers 
of the Regular Navy to relieve these Re- 
serve officers, being especially true in the 
ease of the Class 3 Reserve officers, who 
were practically all on sea duty.” 

Drastic Reduction of Enlisted Personnel. 
I N referring to the enlisted personnel sit- 
uation. Admiral Washington said: 

“The Naval Appropriation bill for the 
fiseal year 1922 was not approved until 
July 12, 1921, and the amount carried in 
this bill for the pay of the enlisted force 
was insufficient for the annual pay of the 
106,000 men and 6,000 apprentice seamen 
for which Congress had apparently intend- 
ed to appropriate. There were in the Navy 

113,108 men, and it was esti- 
mated that the appropriation for pay 
would permit of an average number for 


the year of about 100,000 men only. It 
was necessary therefore to take steps for 
a prompt reduction of enlisted personnel 
in order to avoid a deficiency in pay. Ac- 
cordingly, all first enlistments were stopped 
and on July 18, 1921, instructions were 
issued to all commanding officers to grant 
discharges immediately to men who so re- 
quested within three months of the expira- 
tion of their enlistments. 

“On July 27 authority was given to com- 
manding officers to discharge all men whose 
enlistments would expire prior to July 1, 
1922, if they so requested. Certain rat- 
ings in which there was a great shortage 
were excepted, but discharges were to be 
made without regard to vacancies thereby 
created in the complements of ships and 
stations. The total number of men in 
the Service was reduced by the operation 
of the above to 108,123 men by Aug. 11, 
1921, when special order discharges were 
again limited to men with less than three 
months to serve on their current enlist- 
ments. ‘T‘hese modified instructions con- 
cerning discharges continued in effect un- 
til Sept. 14, 1921, when the number of 
men in the Service had been reduced to 
100,910, 

“On Sept. 30, 1921, there were 12,327 
chief petty officers, or 2,575 in excess of 
the number required for an enlisted force 
of 100,000 men. This was the result of a 
very great expansion of the Navy during 
the war, when it was called upon to man 
the transports, auxiliaries, the N.O.T.S. 
vessels, and to furnish armed guards to all 
merchant ships in the Atlantic trade. At 
the time of demobilization these men were 
turned back into the Regular Service in 
the rating which they held, and as a much 
smaller proportion of chief petty officers 
desired their discharge than men of lower 
ratings, an excess of chief petty officers 
resulted. 


Discharges Were Granted on Request. 


og N order to reduce this excess of chief 

petty officers, instructions were sent 
to the Service on Dec. 6, 1921, for com- 
manding officers to promptly grant dis- 
charge by special order of the Bureau of 
Navigation to any chief petty officer who 
so requested without regard to vacancies 
created in complement. ‘This order con- 
tinued in effect until July 1, 1922, and 
there were discharged under it a total of 
1,219 chief petty officers. The excess of 
chief petty officers was further increased 
when former enlisted men holding tempo- 
rary commissions and warrants reverted 
to their former enlisted status. The law 
in regard to this became effective Dec. 31, 
1921, and during the year a total of 791 
men so reverted, of which fully 98 per 
“cent. were chief petty officers. 

“By the operation of the various orders 
relative to discharge it was estimated that 
the limit of 86,000 men, authorized by 
Congress in the current appropriation bill, 
would be reached by July 1, 1922, and it 
was the desire of the bureau to start out 
the year with as nearly that number as 
possible. There had been inserted in the 
appropriation bill provisions relative to 
transferring men into the Fleet Naval 
Reserve in order to effect the required re- 
duction without working unnecessary hard- 
ship on individual men who had given the 
government years of faithful service. As 
the men most entitled to consideration 
were those who had served longest, and as 
these were generally chief petty officers, 
the bureau was able, by granting the bene- 
fits of the provisions of the bill to such 
men, to reduce the total number to the re- 
quired 86,000 and at the same time reduce 
the excess in chief petty officer ratings. 
Instructions were therefore sent out on 
April 25, 1922, for men who would be eli- 
gible under the provisions of the bill for 
transfer into the Fleet Naval Reserve to 
submit request for same. A total of ap- 
proximately 3,200 reqiiests were received, 
and of these 2,600, approximately, were 
approved, 2,463 being chief petty officers.”

Army Day at Baltimore 
Attracts 100,000 Visitors 


AJ. GEN. CHARLES J. BAILEY, 
U.S.A., signalized the close of his 
administration on Dec. 2 as com- 

mander of the 3d Corps Area by an event 
without a parallel in the history of the 
Army. While it was designated as Army 
Day, with a view of dedicating the new 
municipal stadium, General Bailey suc. 
ceeded in enlisting the co-operation of the 
Marine Corps, which not only furnished 
a great football team, but added much to 
the parade by sending a force of Marines 
with the team from Quantico. 

The city made a holiday out of the af- 
fair. It was attended by the Governors of 
Maryland, West Virginia and Virginia. 
Secretary of War Weeks and Secretary of 
the Navy Denby were present, as were 
Maj. Gen. Commandant John A. Lejeune, 
of the Marine Corps, and Maj. Gen. W. C. 
Neville, assistant commandant. There 
were probably two or three thousand ac- 
tive and retired Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps officers present, aside from those 
who participated in the affair officially. 


Three Components in Parade. 


HE three components of the Army of 
the United States participated in a 
parade. Baltimore was in holiday attire 


and the citizens were kept busy entertain- 
ing something like a hundred thousand 
visitors. No event of recent date attract- 
ed a larger crowd to Baltimore. It is esti- 
mated that 60,000 people saw the football 
game, an account of which will be found in 
the sports department. 

‘The events of the day came to a close 
with a dinner at the Armory, presided 
over by General Bailey. Senator Wads- 
worth of New York, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, was 
the chief speaker. 

_ The Senator declared that the celebra- 
tion was a splendid exhibition of the One 
Army spirit which was provided for in the 
new military policy. 

National Commander Alvin M. Owsley 
of the American Legion warned the officers 
against the efforts of pacifists and others 
to destroy the military system of the United 
States. There were short addresses also 
by Governor Ritchie, Mayor Broening and 
Representative John Philip Hill. 

After he had opened the meeting, Gen- 
eral Bailey very gallantly named Brig. 
Gen. Smedley D. Butler, Commandant of 
the Marine Force at Quantico, as toast-

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The Budget Shows a National Defense Cost of Only 
13.5 Cents per Dollar of Revenue

OR the first time in the history of the 
F government has there come from any 

source other than the War and Navy 
Departments a well digested and clear 
statement of the comparative cost of na- 
tional defense and the other expenses of 
the governmental activities. This is con- 
tained in the message of the President 
transmitting the budget to Congress. It 
is further set forth in detail in the report 
of the budget, with charts to illustrate it 
graphically. 

There has been a persistent propaganda 
by. economists and pacifists attempting to 
show that most of the receipts of the fed: 
eral government are expended upon main- 
taining the Army and Navy. A former 
chairman of the Appropfiationg} Conimit: 
tee, by including the pensions for all past 
wars, endeavored to create the impression, 
or rather did create the impression, that 
about 80 cents out of every dollar appro- 
priated by Congress was for the support 
of the military and naval establishments. 
This was taken up and glibly recited as 
the cost of the military establishment, 
present and past, until a false impression 
was made on the public mind which it will 
require years of truth-telling to eradicate. 


President Gives Actual Figures. 


Tue President, in discussing this fea- 
ture of the budget, said: 

“The amount recommended for the main- 
tenance and operation of the Army will 
provide for a Regular Army of 12,000 offi- 
cers and 125,000 enlisted men, exclusive 
of the Philippine Scouts, which is the 
force now authorized by Congress; will 
provide for the veiniog, of 15,000 Reserve 
officers for a period of fifteen days and for 
150 for a period of three months, as against 
a total of only 5,000 for fifteen days dur- 
ing the current fiscal year; will provide 
for the attendance of 38,000 men at civil- 
ian military training camps as against 27,- 
000 during this current fiscal year; and 
will enable the Militia Bureau to increase 
the strength of the National Guard from 
160,000 officers and men—the strength on 
June 30, 1922—to 215,000 officers and men. 
While no increase in the number of stu- 
dents enrolled at Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps units at schools and colleges— 
now totaling 96,000 students in 225 insti- 
tutions—is provided, the funds recom- 
mended, however, will enable a large num- 
ber of these students to be given both basic 
and advance courses of instruction. 

“The funds recommended will provide 
for all essentials connected with the up- 
keep of all military posts, camps and sta- 
tions, the Army Transport Service, the 
coast defenses of the United States, Pan- 
ama and insular possessions, and other 
military activities, and, in addition, allow 
$3,166,767 for new construction at mili- 
tary posts and $750,000 toward the re- 
placement of worn-out portions of the 
Alaska cable. For the Air Service the 
amount recommended is $12,871,500, which 
is $23,500 less than the 1923 appropria- 
tion, and will permit this Service to oper- 
ate efficiently in accordance with existing

2 eo admitting that the Navy 
is deficient in its vital functions and 
that the recommendations of the Gen- 
tral Board for a new naval policy are 
sound, Secretary Denby makes no recom- 
mendations. Frequently in his report “our 
fconomic situation” is given as a reason 
for not making recommendations. The 
retary contents himself with mere ref- 
ftences to the deficiencies of the Navy, 
Without warning the country of the dan- 
fers of continuing the present policy of 
tconomy at the expense of the Navy a 
ie defenses of the nation. 
The subject of increase of the Navy he 
ismisses with two short paragraphs. The 
lowing is what the Secretary has to 
upon the needs of the Navy for ships 
comply with the treaty:

policy. For the United States Military 
Academy at West Point $2,066,428 is rec- 
ommended, an increase of $6,799 over

“The amount recommended for the Navy 
will provide for the present enlisted per- 
sonnel of 86,000 men; will maintain all 
present ships in commission; will increase 
the steaming radius of capital ships from 
13,080 miles to 16,200 miles, and other 
ships proportionately; will provide traijn- 
ing for 2,000 officers and 7,000 men in the 
Naval Reserve; and will make provision 
for continuing all new ship construction 
in privately owned yards, except for re- 
duction in speed of construction on three 
light cruisers ; for suspending the construc- 
tion of four auxiliaries in navy yards and 
reducing the speed of construction on two 
fleet submarines.” 


13.5 Cents for National Defense. 


T HIS information is set forth graphic- 

ally in Chart No. 5, issued by the 
Budget Bureau and printed on the front 
cover page of the ARMY AND NAvy JOouUR- 
NAL, this issue. Out of every dollar of 
the estimated expenses of governmental 
functions, according to the budget, 13.5 
cents is spent for national defense. This 
includes the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
and every other military activity of the 
Government. For pensions and other ap- 
propriations for the veterans of the wars 
19.2 cents is expended. The postal ser- 
vice ¢osts the Government more than its 
national defense system, or 15.5 cents. 
The War Department and Panama Canal 
expenditures amount to 8.9 cents out of 
every dollar, while the Navy Department 
takes 8 cents. 


Peace Work of Army and Navy. 


B UT as far as the Chief of the Budget 
Bureau has endeavored to present the 
case he has not told the whole story. Re- 
cently Secretary of War Weeks in a speech 
called attention to the great part that 
the Army has taken in the non-military 
activities of the Government. He showed 
how the Army had built the railroads for 
the development of the country and even 
surveyed the state lines. Its work in the 
Philippines and in building the Panama 
Canal and in the construction of the rivers 
and harbors has fully justified the expense 
it has been to the Government. It is im- 
possible to estimate what the Army has 
done for the country in the times of great 
floods, fires and other disasters. Even at 
present there is scarcely a day passes 
when the Army is not called upon to per- 
form a service that igs not military and 
which no other governmental organization 
is equipped to do. 

In the same way the Navy has peace- 
time functions. At present it is on a 
mission of mercy in the Turkish waters 
which is adding prestige to the nation far 


beyond the power of any diplomatic repre- 
sentative. Both the Army and Navy have 
been intimately connected with the devel- 
opment of the great steel industry. So 
that the nation is not spending even 13.5 
cents out of every dollar for strictly de- 
fense purposes, Jt is doubtful whether 
ten cents can be really charged to the cost 
of maintaining the defenses of the nation. 
Yet according to the preamble of the Fed- 
eral Constitution this Unien was formed 
chiefly for “common defense.” In reality, 
the budget report shows that about 10 per 
cent. of the money appropriated by Con- 
gress is being expended for the chief func- 
tion of the National Government. 


Army Expenditures Reduced, 


As has been previously published, the 
total estimate for military activities 
under the War Department is $264,284 
200 oar the appropriations of $270,- 
563,263.87 for the fiscal year 1923. ‘This 
represents a reduction of over $6,000,000 
in the expenditures of the Army. 
Throughout the budget the’ Army items 


‘in the estimates are practically a duplica- 


tion of the 1923 appropriations, with the 
exception of those for the National Guard, 
the citizens’ military training camps and 
the Reserve officers. There is an increase 
in the appropriations for printing from 
$275,000 to $623,020. The appropriations 
for the citizens’ military training camps 
are increased from $1,800,000 to $2,972,- 
150. The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
estimate is $4,401,000, as compared with 
the appropriation of $3,100,000 for this 


year. 
Under the head of Organized Reserves 
there is an estimate for $2,628,109. There 
is a reduction for clothing and equipage 
for the Regular Army from $5,000,000 to 
$4,655,000. The estimate for transporta- 
tion of the Army is $16,317,074, as com- 
pared with an appropriation og $17,000,- 


There is an increase of $100,000 for bar- 
racks and quarters in the Philippines. The 
estimates call for $772,000 for the con- 
struction and repair of hospitals, as com- 
pared with the appropriation of last June 
of $529,360. 


Large Reductions in Supplies. 


‘THE big reduction for the Army is the 

total under the Quartermaster Corps, 
from $68,380,715.17, this year’s appropria- 
tion, to $63,085,764. The Air Service ap- 
propriations are practically a duplicate of 
this year’s. The total for fortifications 
for the insular possessions under the Engi- 
neer Corps is increased about $100,000. 
There is a decrease in the total under the 
Ordnance Department from $6,709,950 to 
$5,867,200. The Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice total is reduced from $617,240 to 
$482,240. A thousand dollars is stripped 
off the total for the National Board for 





the Promotion of Rifle Practice, and the 
Chief of Infantry is reduced from 

to $62,000. The Chief of Cavalry is given 
$17,600 as compared with the $15,00 this 
year, and the Chief of Field Artillery is 
cut from $29,217 to $23,000. The Chief 
of Coast Artillery is reduced from $28,000 
to $27,000. 

The appropriation for fortifications in 
the United States under the Chief of Coast 
Artillery is increased from to 
$152,000. The total of fortifications on 
Panama under the Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery is increased from $5,000,000 to $28,- 
000,000. The grand total under the Chief 
of Coast Artillery is increased from $161,- 
260 to $247,000. 

National Guard Gets an Increase. 


U NDER the head of the Militia Bureai 
the pay for National Guard armory 
drills is increased from $23,815,000 to 
$30,410,022, For uniform and equipment 
for field service the increase is from $2,- 
000,000 to $3,500,000. The total for the 
National a under > hag — 
including the expen of the bureau office, 
is estimated at. $83,902,222 as compared 
with the appropriation this year of $25,- 
885, 


Navy Figures Not Appreciably Changed. 


THe greatest reduction in the appropri- 

ations for the Navy is in that for pub- 
lic works, which is reduced from $4,100,- 
000 to $1,808,000. Practically the only 
large items are for Mare Island and Pearl 
Harbor. The east coast yards received 
very little consideration. The estimates 
this year for miscellaneous pay and trans- 
portation for Naval Reserve, etc., are $2,- 
750,000 against appropriations last year 
of $3,200,000. There is a cut in the recre- 
ations for enlisted men from $520,000 to 
$300,000. The appropriation for the Naval 
Reserve Force is increased from $3,000,- 
000 to $3,994,000. 

Although there are slight decreases in 
the estimates for the bureaus, the total al- 
lotment will amount to about the same on 
account of the conversion of unexpended 
funds. The estimates for the pay of the 
Navy is $121,446,892 against appropria- 
tions of $121,745,426 in the last bill. The 
provisions for the Navy are estimated at 
$16,424,000 against the appropriations 
this year of $19,499,355. 

For fuel and transportation the amount 
required is estimated at $17,700,000 against 
appropriations this year of $16,000,000. 
The amount appropriated would be a mil- 
lion less than this, but this will be pro- 
vided for from the naval supply account 
issued without charge to the appropria- 
tions. 

The total estimated for increase of the 
Navy is $41,000,000, of which $12,000,000 
is to come from the supply aceount, $29,- 
000,000 appropriated against $7,500,000 
for the year of . The expenditures 
are divided between construction and ma- 
chinery, $31,000,000, and ordnance, $10,-

Our Fundamental Naval Policy Sound. 


AFTER explaining that the General 
Board had been called upon to make 
a study of a proper naval policy and had 
submitted a report, the Secretary said: 

“The following was adopted as the fun- 
damental naval policy of the United 
States: 

“The Navy of the United States should 
be maintained in sufficient strength to sup- 
port its policies and its commerce, and to 
guard its continental and cverseas pos- 


sessions.’ 

“It is believed that this policy is sound 
and not subject to question. It should be 
true for all times and under all conditions. 

“Having in view the terms of the treaty 
for the limitation of naval armament, it 
became necessary to adopt a general policy 
as to strength which would conform to the 
terms of that agreement. While it is true 
that the ratios adopted by the conference 
were made to apply’ to capital ships and 

carriers only, the department con- 

that it was the intention of our 

conferees that the ratio of 5-5-3 should 

apply to the relative total strengths of the 
navies coneerned. 


“It therefore adopted the following gen- 
eral naval policy: 

“*To create, maintain, and operate a 
Navy second to none and in conformity 
with the ratios for capital ships estab- 
lished by the treaty for Imitation of naval 
armaments.’ 

“This policy should hold until such time 
as other powers, by their departure from 
the idea of suspended competition in naval 
armament, indicate other procedure. Until 
such time the Navy of the United States 
may be governed in naval strength by the 
spirit of the capital ships ratios. Other- 
wise it will be necessary, appropriately, to 
readjust our naval policy.” 


Gunnery Suffers by Personnel Cut. 


‘THE fact that the reduction of the 
strength of the Navy and legislative 
tinkering with the personnel has reduced 
the efficiency of the Navy is brought out 
in his comments upon gunnery and engi- 
neering exercises. He shows how it had 
been necessary during the past year to de- 
vote the time of the fleet principally to 
elementary forms of gunnery. He 
states that there is no satisfactory Ree od 
a small arms practice on the Paci 
eet. 


The Secretary states that there has been 
creased efficiency in the steaming of the 


in 
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fleet, declaring that “For all vessels for 
which records are available, the avera 
improvement in the use of fuel during the 
past year has been twelve per cent.; that 
is to say, for the same service, and under 
the same conditions, the average vessel of 
the Navy saved twelve tons of fuel out of 
each 100 tons that would have been re- 
quired with the degree of efficiency that 
obtained in 1921.” 


The Ships Placed Out of Commission. 


D URING the fiscal year 1921-22 the 
Navy placed out of commission or 
ordered out of commission a nd total 
of 376 vessels, including 6 batt’ eships, sec- 
ond line, 1 cruiser, second line, light 
cruisers, second line, 173 estroyers, first 
line. The Secretary says: 

“This sweeping reduction was necessi- 
tated by the cutting down of the enlisted 
strength of the Navy to a total authorized 
strength of 86,000 men. All the battle- 
ships not retained in the treaty on the lim- 
itation of armament, and 2 number of 
other vessels, on account of their 
condition, have been placed out or ordered 
out of commission to be either scrapped or 
sold.  weaee number of vessels were de- 
commissi with a view to retaining 
them in good condition for future service. 
The 173 destroyers, first line, are prac- 
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tically new vessels constructed during the 
war, and great care was taken in decom- 
missioning them so that they should suffer 
the least possible deterioration during the 
riod that they will lie idle at our naval 
at Philadelphia, Pa., and San Diego, 
Calif.” 


The Radio Service Active. 


D-ESPITE the old and obsolete radio ap- 

paratus and other hindrances due to 
lack of appropriations, the Secretary de- 
clares that “The Naval Communication 
Service was utilized to a great extent 
by other Government departments. The 
naval radio stations have, wherever possi- 
ble, connected up as relays with stations 
of other Government departments, which 
are co-operating in order to conduct the 
Government business as economically and 
efficiently as possible. 

“The shore radio compass establishment 
consists of a total of fifty-six stations in 
varying conditions, of which twelve may 
have to be discontinued during the coming 
fiscal year, due to shortage of personnel. 
The compass stations give a most valuable 
service which is furnished tree of charge. 
In this connection it may be of interest to 
note that European countries charge ship- 
ping for these compass bearings.” 


Medical Service Below Strength. 


AFTER describing the activities of the 

Medical Corps not only in taking care 
of the health of the Navy but in treating 
the veterans at the naval hospitals, the 
Secretary reports that the service for Med- 
ical officers and men is not attractive 
enough to maintain the authorized strength 
of the organization. 

Resignations are depieting the corps 
and there are not sufficient candidates to 
fill the vacancies. It is apparent from the 
Secretary’s statement that a serious con- 
dition exists in the corps. In the course 
of the discussion of the subject the Secre- 
tary said: 

“Between Jan. 1 and Oct. 1, 1922, the 
Medical Corps has lost 54 medical officers, 
as follows: Resignations, 46; retirements, 
4; deaths, 3; dropped, 1. During this pe- 
riod there have been four officers appointed, 
but none of them has accepted his com- 
mission. The Medical Corps has 760 com- 
missioned medical officers, which is 465 
short of the authorized complement and 45 
short of the number allotted the strength 
of the Navy as appropriated for by Con- 
gress for the fiscal year 1923. As a result 
of this shortage of officers it has been nec- 
essary to reduce to a minimum the number 
of medical officers in the fleets, at navy 
yards and naval stations, and at hospitals, 
other than those in which patients of the 
Veterans’ Bureau are treated. 

“In spite of various attempts to obtain 
suitable candidates for admission into the 
Medical Corps, few applications have been 
received and it is apparent that with the 
opportunities presented to young physi- 
cians in civil life and the uncertain out- 
look for advancement in the corps, deple- 
tion of the Naval Medical Corps will con- 
tinue. 

“The Hospital Corps is approximately 
600 under the authorized strength, and 
during the remainder of the present fiscal 
year will lose an additional 1,300 men 
through expiration of enlistment. As the 
majority of these men are hospital corps- 
men of the higher ratings, their loss will 
be keenly felt in maintaining the efficiency 
of the Medical Department, especially 
where men qualified for independent duty 
are concerned.” 


Development of Naval Aviation. 


G REAT progress is being made in mak- 

ing the air force an integral part of 
the fleet according to the Secretary’s re- 
port. The development of aviation as an 
integral part of the fleet, with types of air- 
craft suited to every need of the naval 
forces, has been the outstanding feature of 
the past year in naval aeronautics. The 
rapid strides that have been made in or- 
ganization and development work have 
fully justified the establishment of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, and the work of this 
bureau is also reflected in the general con- 
tribution that has been made to the ad- 
vancement of industrial and commercial 
aviation in this country. 


Our Shortage of Ocean Charts. 


AN appeal is made by the Secretary for 

more liberal support from Congress for 
the Hydrographic Office, and upon this 
subject he says: 

“The Pareregeaghie Office is unable to 
supply 1,100 rts of foreign ports and, 
the necessity for the United States Gov- 
ernment to be independent of foreign 
sources of chart supply, was deemed of 
sufficient importance to the department to 
make a special recommendation for money 
to provide personnel for this purpose. This

MORE CARE NEEDED IN MAKING 
NAVY VACANCY REPORTS.

REAR ADMIRAL THOMAS WASH- 
INGTON, U.S.N., Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, Navy Department, in Circular Letter 
No. 57, calls the attention of officers to 
the fact that the “vacancy reports” are the 
bureau’s most important seurces of data 
regarding the distribution of enlisted per- 
sonnel of the entire Navy afloat and ashore, 
and therefore he states it is imperative 
that these reports be accurately complied 
and promptly forwarded to the bureau on 
the 15th and at the end of each month. 

From examination of the various per- 
sonnel reports received in the bureau it is 
believed that some commanding officers do 
not give these reports their personal at- 
tention, with the result that accurate data 
is not available when needed. Command- 
ing officers are therefore directed to take 
such action as will insure the accuracy of 
reports regarding personnel. 

Instructions are given relative to the 
making out of the reports in question. The 
location of every man in the Navy must be 
shown on the 15th and at the end of each 
month on Form Nay. 25.

Twenty-Five Year Bill | 
Should Be Enacted 


HE Army AND Navy JOURNAL in a re 

cent issue voiced the sentiments of 
enlisted men stationed at Fort Monroe on 
their feelings towards the Twenty-five. 
Year bill. It is the same sentiment ex. 
pressed in every post and station. It is 
cbvious that enlisted men are elated at 
the attempt to reduce the lcng period of 
service new required to become eligible for 
retirement. Congress cannot turn a deaf 
ear to the wishes of the nation’s defenders, 
It must give this bill attention. There is 
ample precedent. In the British army a 
21-year retirement law has been in force 
for many years. 

In our own Navy, enlisted men after 
sixteen years’ service may be transferred 
to the Reserve with one-third pay and at 
the end of twenty years with one-half pay, 
It is argued that the life of a sailor at 
sea, far from the ties of home and friends, 
is so lacking in comfort and happiness as 
to make it necessary to provide a means 
of transferring him to shore duty as a re. 
serve, while still comparatively young. 

Assuming a young man at the age of 
twenty-five nrakes the Army bis chosen ¢a- 
reer. During his service, if ir a combatant 
branch, in a total of twenty-five years he 
will undoubtedly spend at least six of 
those years on foreign duty. If he has a 
family (many of our enlisted men have 
large families) he may be separated there- 
from for long periods. 


Active Balloting Continues.

A large num- 
ber of letters containing constructive criti- 
cism as well as commendation of the bills 
proposed are in the hands of the editor, 
That the enlisted men are entitled to bet- 
ter retirement provisions than those now 
authorized is beyond dispute, and it is 
earnestly hoped that Congress will very 
soon give this matter the attention it de 
serves.

The Fish Bill for 
25-yr. Retirement. 


H.R. 12106.— That 
hereafter all enlisted 
men who have served 
honorably in the United 
States Army may be re- 
tired at the expiration 
of twenty-five years’ 
service regardless of 
their grade or rank 
then held and with not 
less than $100 per 
month as their retired 
pay, and allowance to 
which they would be 
entitled if retired with 
thirty years’ service 
now provided for by 
law. 

Provided, That the 
petition signed by the 
enlisted men be ac- 
cepted and the enlisted 
men’s wishes be 
granted; that the en- 
listed men of the 
United States Army 
shall create a fund by 
a deduction of one per 
cent. of each enlisted 
man’s pay which they 
feel will more than pay 
the difference between 
this rate of retirement 
and the retirement now 
provided by law.

A Straight 25-yr. Be 
tirement Bill. 


Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of 
Representatives in Con 
gress assembled, that 
hereafter when an en- 
listed man of the Army 
shall have served 
twenty-five complete 
years he may be placed 
upon the retired list 
with pay at the rate of 
three-fourths of that re 





















ceived at date of retire 
ment, and in lieu of 
rations, clothing, fuel, 
light and quarters he 
shall receive mon 
$15.75 in addition to 
pay authorized by this 
act.

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No More Eliminations 
by the Dickman Board 


T is stated that there are now no more 

cases involving the involuntary separa- 

tion of officers from the active list be- 
fore the Dickman board. All cases which 
can be classified as eliminations have been 
disposed of. This week the few cases for 
dimination that were pending before the 
ard were turned over to the Adjutant 

General’s Department, and all officers who 
gre to be eliminated have now received 
confidential notice. 

The work of canceling orders for dis- 
charge will not be closed by the board until 
the last week of December. Any unex- 

ted retirements, deaths or resignations 
will create vacancies which will make ,it 
ossible for the board to cancel some of 
the confidential orders for discharge or re- 
tirement. ‘The members of the board are 
anxious to save as many desirable officers 
as possible. Some officers on the list for 
discharge, in the opinion of the board, 
would be of value to the Army, and their 
orders will be canceled if for any reason 
yacancies are created before Dec. 31 by 
which they can be retained. 

In the last hour of the special session 
Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs secured the con- 
frmation of all the nominations that were 
wnt to the Senate as the result of the re- 
duction of the number of officers in the 
Army to 12,000. This facilitated the work 
of carrying out the provisions of the law, 
as the Adjutant General’s office was en- 
abled to send out the notices to the de- 
moted officers immediately. 


MARINE CORPS PROMOTION 
BOARD IN SESSION. 


BOARD to pass on the papers of some 

sixty Marine Corps efficers who are 
due for promotion or will be in the next 
few months, is now in session at Wash- 
ington. The board consists of Maj. Gen.

Hill and Lieut. Cols. J. S. Turrill, M. 
Babb and J. C. Beaumont. 


PRESENTATION OF D.S.M. 
TO COL. F. J. MORROW, U.S.A 


HE Distinguished Service Medal has 
been awarded to Col. F. J. Morrow, 
Inf., U.S.A., and was bestowed by the com- 
manding general, 9th Corps Area, through 
Col. E. V. Smith, Inf., U.S.A., at Los An- 
geles, Calif., Nov. 21. 

The 160th Infantry, California National 
Guard, with which Colonel Morrow is on 
duty as instructor, was paraded for the 
occasion by Col. Walter P. Story, who re- 
ceived the review. 

Representatives of the Organized Re- 
serves and officers of the Regular Army 
and National Guard witnessed the cere- 
mony. The following citation of the War 
Department was read: ‘To Col. Frank J. 
Morrow, Inf., U.S.A.: For exceptionally 
meritorious and _ distinguished services. 
From September, 1917, to March, 1918, in 
the organization and operation of the 1st 
Division and 1st Corps schools he rendered 
valuable and unusual services under very 
great difficulties. From April to Decem- 
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ber, 1918, as a member of the Training 
and Instruction Branch of the War Plans 
Division, General Staff, and in direct su- 
pervision of the field officers schools in the 
combat divisions and the War College 
course for instruction of divisional staff 
officers his zeal, marked ability and high 
military attainments were important fac- 
tors in successfully standardizing the 
training and instruction of a great many 
Senior officers. Later, while in direct 
charge of the organization of the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, he again rendered 
invaluable services in building up this im- 
portant branch of civilian military train- 
ing along sound and enduring lines.” 


NO FRENCH NEGRO TROOPS 
IN OCCUPIED GERMANY. 


Not a single French negro soldier or 

laborer has been in occupied Germany 
Since early summer, according to Ameri- 
tan Army officers in Coblenz. 

The French occupationary forces, num- 
bering 90,000, include about 20,000 Alge- 
tians, Moroccans and Arabs. The Ameri- 
ean staff considers that these French col- 
onials are as well behaved as the other 
troops in the Rhineland. 

The last of the Annamites in the French 
army, mostly laborers, were sent out of 
Germany months ago. 


ARMY BAND GETS FIRST AWARD 
IN BIG WASHINGTON PARADE. 


A FITTING climax to Washington’s 
“Safety Week” was the big parade 
which was held Dec. 1, and in which gov- 
ernment departments, public service cor- 
Porations, business firms, civil and relig- 
ions societies participated, many of which 
elaborate “floats” and well-known 

nds in line. 

The Army won a double victory, the 
War Department’s brilliantly conceived 
floats depicting a careless auto driver’s 
transition from a perfectly glorious joy 
tide to a state of complete and permanent 
immobility beneath an enormous tomb- 
Stone, getting first award in the division 
of floats, and the Army Music School 


band, with sixty-six musicians, being ad- 
judged “the best band in the parade.” 
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ARMY-MARINE FOOTBALL GAME THRILLS 
50,000 SPECTATORS. 


ENABLE STADIUM, Baltimore, was 
dedicated officially, and to Service 
football as well, on Dec. 2, when a 

Marine team from Quantico defeated an 
Army eleven representing the 3d Corps 
Area, by the close score of 138 to 12. In 
both line-ups were footbail stars well 
known to Army-Navy games of the past. 
There was a touch of irony that French 
and Noyes should be playing in the same 
backfield, having faced each other in the 
1921 Army-Navy game. 

The real battle, however, was between 
Gene Vidal, wonder toe for the Army, and 
Frank Goettge, who won his spurs as a 
“super All-American” fullback for the 
Marines. Vidal kicked two perfect goals 
netting six points for the Army and 
Goettge retaliated by streaking through 
the Army for long gains just at the very 
time the Marines were about to be held 
on downs. 

Had not Larson (Annapolis) been in- 
jured shortly before the game he would 
have faced his old rival Greene (West 
Point), both captains and centers, respec- 
tively, in the 1921 Army-Navy game. As 
it was Greene faced Payne and the two 
centers were deadlocked most of the time. 


First Quarter. 


"THE opening thrill came when Goettge 

grazed Army’s right end, and then 
charged through the secondary defense for 
twenty yards. The ball changed hands 
several times to no advantage. Finally, 
after several gains by Noyes and Hahn, 
Army, was in a position to score. Vidal 
executed a pretty drop kick and the score 
stood Army 3, Marines 0. No further dam- 
age was done the goal lines in this period, 
though the two teams swayed stubbornly 
across nearly every chalk line but the last 
one. 


Second Quarter, 


FTER making short gains on _ both 

sides the ball settled into the hands 
of Noyes, who ran well for the Army. 
Hahn and Mack succeeded him for gains 
and again Vidal made a perfect kick for 
goal. Army 6, Marines 0. It iS to be re- 
membered that Brig. Gen. Smedley D. 
Butler was leading the cheering for the 
Marines all this time. By now his ex- 
pression indicated that results were any- 
thing but pleasing. The Marine rooters 
began their “Growl” and followed with the 
“Machine Gun Cheer,’’ which resembles 
nothing so much as the death-rattle in a 
mule’s throat. Things immediately picked 
up for the Quantico side. It quickly be- 
came evident that Goettge, pride of the 
Marines, was no better pleased than his 
general. A crimson flush illuminated his 
head guard for a moment and on the next 
Play he hit the bulk of the Army line for 
five yards. On the following two plays 
he slashed his way ahead for twenty yards, 
and finally in a single-handed charge made 
an additional twelve yards. The Marines 
were driving on as_ though possessed. 
Sanderson with Goettge, just ahead for in- 
terference, continued the drive for thirty 
yards, not being stopped until across the 
Army’s five-yard line. Fate is slippery! 
On what was to have been the final play 
of the drive Goettge tucked the ball un- 
der his right arm and plunged for the 
last white line. Just the instant before 
he crossed Army’s goal he fumbled the ball 
and landed face down on_the chalk mark 
minus a score. Army recovered and 
kicked to their own 25-yard line. Goettge 
more crimson than ever, broke clear with 
the ball and forward-passed to Sanderson, 
who took one fateful stride and crossed 
the’ Army goal line. McMains added the 
extra point, Marines 7, Army 6. 


Third Quarter. 


V IDAL kicked and Sanderson made a 
30-yard dash to the center of the 
field. Three plays ran rough-shod over 


the Marines, and then Goeitge renewed 
his ferocious tackling. Army lost ground 
and Vidal shot a forward pass, which was 
intercepted by McMains. On the next 
play McMains reached back into the 
“stone age” for his signal. Kyle had on 
the play before left his team and was 
playing “possum” flat on bis face near 
the left side-line. About 25.000 Marines 
and their guests saw their “dud” as he 
blended into the field of gray and green. 
But, with the Army it was different—there 
had been so much Goettge in the game 
that, meaning no disrespect to Kyle, the 
left end, he was not missed at the line-up. 
The musty signal was called and both 
teams went hard right with the ball; 
there was a pause and McMains hurled a 
long forward pass across the field to the 
unattended Kyle, who galloped away with 
Army’s money for a touchdown. Score, 
Marines 13, Army 6. 


Fourth Quarter. 


G OALS were changed for the quar- 
ter and many inexperienced rooters 
thought of protesting what appeared to be 
an extravagant penalty against the Ma- 
rines, but in truth the officials were onl 
measuring off the new position for the ball. 
A swift pass, Vidal to Hahn, put the Army 
comfortably on the 15-yard line. Hahn in 
three attacks gained eleven yards. Mack 


then ran over right guard for an Army 


touchdown. Goal failed. Marines 13, 
Army 12. Several times the game hung 
in the balance after this score, and just 
as Goettge was starting another mad drive 
George Hoban added a thrill by charging 
in and scooping up the ball as an end to 
a close, clean, hard fought game. 


Service Games Popular. 


T is of interest to note the growing 

popularity of Service contests. At the 
1921 Army-Marine game 15,000 persons 
attended; this season over 50,000 had 
tickets with numbers on them, and 10,000 
others sat in trees or stood somewhere on 
the skyline. The city of Baltimore has 
taken great pride in the construction of 
the new stadium, which was built espe- 
cially for the Army-Marine games. The 
honor of dedicating this large structure, 
built like a horseshoe, was cenferred upon 
the Army and Marines, and it was a mili- 
tary pageant only equalled by inaugural 
exercises.

Gens. Pershing and Dawes 
Plead for Preparedness 


EN. JOHN J. PERSHING, U.S.A,, 

who is making a brief tour under the 

auspices of the American Defense 
Society, made two forceful speeches this 
week, during which he made a strong plea 
for adequate military preparedness. His 
first speech was made at St. Louis, Mo., 
on Dee. 4, at a Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon attended by business men and 
members of civic and women’s organiza- 
tions who demonstrated great enthusiasm 
for his views. His second speech was 
made at Chicago, Dec. 6, at which place 
Brig. Gen. Charles G. Dawes also spoke. 


St. Louis Speech. 


G ENERAL PERSHING, in his remarks 

at St. Louis, pleaded for a larger 
Army, gave a warning that we may be- 
come like China, subject to dictation from 
without, and urged adequate preparedness 
as an economy. He also declared the pres- 
ent trouble in the Far and Near East 
should give America some concern. 

General Pershing declared there was no 
danger of America becoming militaristic, 
as some persons, “whose idealism over- 
whelms their common sense,” fear. ‘“Mili- 
tarism is an impossibility in this republic 
of ours,” he asserted. “It is the foe of 
unreasonable preparedness. 

“We reverence the name of George 
Washington for what he gave us,” the 
speaker continued, “but we fail to follow 
his advice, that in peace we should pre- 
pare for war. 

“As Americans we of the present gener- 
ation owe it to our sons and grandsons 
that they profit by our experience instead 
of being left the heritage of selfishness, 
thoughtlessness and. inaction.” 

Chicago Speeches. 

1X speaking in Chicago, Dec. 6, at a 

luncheon of the Association of Com- 
merce, General Pershing during his re- 
marks made a plea for the suppression of 
radicals, for more real patriotism and for 
a stronger Army. He was ably supported 
in his plea by General Dawes, former Di- 
rector of the Budget. General Pershing re- 
peated his plea through the wireless tele- 
phone when he attended the annual dinner 
of the American Horse Show Society in 
the evening. 

General Pershing in his speech de- 
nounced the seditious activities of such 
men as Eugene V. Debs and his supporters. 
Ile also cited the Herrin massacre and 
communist meetings as among the dangers 
besetting the nation, and pointed out that 
the dangerous situation was further com- 
plicated by the teachings of numerous 
pacifist organizations. He also denounced 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

General Pershing stated that Congress 
had reduced the Regular Army almost to 
the limits fixed by the Allies for Germany, 
“intended to make her impotent for war,” 
and emphasized the need of citizens’ train- 
ing camps and the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Following General Pershing’s speech a 
resolution was adopted calling on the Gov- 
ernment to maintain a Regular Army of 


150,000 men, completely equipped and 
maintained in the highest siate of effi- 
ciency. 


In referring to some of the small men 
in Congress, General Dawes said: 

“There are a lot of demagogues in Con- 
gress who have given a lot of them the 
chance, little by little, to undermine the 
Constitution of the United States. We 
must get a new breed of men in place of 
those cowards in Congress who would mur- 
der their country for the sake of a few 
votes.” 

Col. Julius Kline, O.R.C., national coun- 
cilman from Illinois of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association of the United States, and 
president of the Illinois chapter, took a 
prominent part in the entertainment of 
General Pershing in Chicago and headed 
a large delegation of Reserve officers in 
uniform who attended the luncheon. 


GENERAL HINES TO TAKE REST 
BEFORE ASSUMING NEW DUTIES. 


U PON the advice of his physician, Maj. 

Gen. John IL. Hines, U.S.A., went to 
the hospital this week for treatment be- 
fore assuming his new duty as Deputy 
Chief of Staff. It is stated that General 
Hines is not seriously ill, but the physi- 
cians declare that he needs a rest before 
taking over the work in the War Depart- 
ment. 

eneral Hines has been almost as busy 
since the signing of the armistice as he 
was during the war. Immediately upon 
being assigned to the 8th Corps Area, he 
took up his work with his usual vigor 
and that in connection with the climate of 
the Texas border, which did not agree 
with him, brought him to Washington in 
a condition that did not fit him for his 
new work. It is stated that it is a case 
of overwork. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT ISSUES 
CIRCULAR OF INFORMATION. 


‘T HE new revision of the “Circular of 

Information,” which the Medical De- 
partment of the Army gets out from time 
to time to keep abreast of the new regula- 
tions, hag just been printed. The pam- 
phlet contains a vast amount of general 
information and is designed primarily for 
the young men of the medical profession 
who may consider the Medical Corps of 
the Army as 4 career. 
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Navy Reorganized as 
One General Fleet 


HE Navy Department on Dec. 7 an- 

nounced that with the approval of the 

President a general order had been 
issued regarding naval forces which puts 
into effect a general plan for the organ- 
ization of the Navy afloat. 

The fleet is organized under the title 
“The United States Fleet” and one com- 
mander-in-chief will command all the vari- 
ous elements. The principal titles of the 
organization are: The Battle Fleet, the 
Scouting Fleet, the Control Force and the 
Fleet Base Force. At the present when 
the fleets meet for joint maneuvers it has 
been necessary to designate the command- 
er-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet as the 
officer to assume command of both fleets. 

The present naval policy calls for the 
various units of the fleets, Battle Fleet, 
Scouting Fleet, Control Fleet and Base 
Force Fleet, meeting annually for three 
months for drills, maneuvers and gun- 
nery exercises. 


Admiral Jones Commander of Fleet. 


T HIS winter the newly organized fleet 

will meet in Panama Bay for that 
purpose. Admiral H. P. Jones, U.S.N., 
now commanding the Atlantic Fleet, and 
who would on the meeting of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Fleets assume supreme com- 
mand, by the new organization becomes 
for all purposes the commander-in-chief 
of the United States Fleet in peace and 
war, whether the units of the fleet are in 
juncture or apart. 


Admiral Eberle to Command Battle Fleet. 


HE Battle Fleet, which would naturally 

be opposed to any enemy main fleet in 
war time, will be in command of Admiral 
E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., with the title of 
commander-in-chief Battle Fleet, and will 
be composed of battleship divisions under 
a vice admiral, light cruiser divisions, de- 
stroyer squadrons, aircraft squadrons, and 
such submarine divisions as may be as- 
signed. 


Scouting Fleet and Base Force. 


THE Scouting Fleet, whose duty in war 

time is to locate the enemy main fleet 
and later to unite with the Battle Fleet 
to join in action, will be under command 
of Vice Admiral J. D. McDonald, U.S.N., 
with the title of commander, Scouting 
Fleet, and will be composed of battleship 
divisions, light cruiser divisions, destroyer 
squadrons, aircraft squadrons, submarine 
divisions and train. 

The Control Force, whose duty is to aid 
in the seizure of bases and to exercise con- 
trol of the sea once it is gained, will be 
under command of a rear admiral to be 
assigned as the relief of Rear Admiral N. 
A. McCully, U.S.N. (just ordered as presi- 
dent, Board of Inspection and Survey), 
with the title of commander, Control 
Foree, and will be composed of cruiser 
divisions, destroyer squadrons and mine 
squadrons. 

The Fleet Base Force, whose duty will 
be to defend such fleet bases as may 
established, will be under command of 
Rear Admiral J. V. Chase, U.S.N., with 
the title of commander, Fleet Base Force, 
and will be composed of mine squadrons, 
destroyer squadrons, aircraft squadrons, 
and train. 


Asiatic and Other Forces. 


EGARDING forces not assigned to the 

United States Fleet, but which would 
be mobilized with it in war, there will be 
no changes in ships or personnel. The Asi- 
atic Fleet will be commanded by Admiral 
E. A. Anderson, U.S.N., now in command, 
with the title of cOmmander-in-chief, Asi- 
atic Fleet. 

The Naval Forces in Europe will be com- 
manded by Vice Admiral A. T. Long, U.S. 
N., now in command, with the title of 
commander, Naval Forces in Europe.

SIX ARMY AIR MEN 
KILLED IN COLLISION. 


AJ. GUY L. GEARHART, Capt. Ben- 

ton A. Doyle, Staff Sergeant Marsick 
and Pvts. F. J. Blunka, Thomas Jordan 
and Leon Rolas, all of the Air Service, U. 
S.A., were killed at Langley Field, Va., 
Dec. 6, when a Martin bombing plane, 
carrying five of them, and a Fokker scout- 
ing machine, piloted by Major Gearhart, 
collided about 250 feet in the air. 

The bomber, piloted by Captain Doyle, 
was leading a formation and was making 
a banking when the Fokker arose in the 
air from a long take-off. The Fokker ma- 
chine struck the Martin bomber almost 
amidship, cutting off the tail. Both planes 
broke into flames and crashed to earth. 

Private Rolas leaped from the bomber 
as it neared the earth, but was fatally 
injured. He died while being placed in 
an ambulance. The others were pinned 
beneath the two machines and before aid 
could reach them their bodies were burned 
almost beyond recognition. 

The five other machines in the forma- 
tion led by Captain Doyle’s plane effected 
yee landings to try and render help, but 
their occupants, with those already on the 
scent, were powerless before the flames. 

Major Gearhart was born in Iowa, June 


1, 1879. During the war with Spain he 


served as a private in the 52d Iowa Volun- 
teers. He joined the Regular Army as a 
peaate in the Artillery Corps in August, 
903, and gained his first commission, that 
of second lieutenant, Coast Artillery 
Corps, in June, 1907. He joined the avia- 
tion section of the Signal Corps, in June, 
1917. During the World War Major 
Gearhart served as a temporary lieutenant 
colonel in the Coast Artillery Corps. He 
was a distinguished graduate of the Coast 
Artillery School, and held the degree of 
B.M.E., Iowa State College. 

Captain Doyle received his commission 
as captain July 1, 1920. His home was 
in St. Louis, Mo.

WAR DEPARTMENT RULES ON 
SCOUT OFFICER PROMOTION. 


HE War Department has rendered a 

decision, on advice of the Judge Advo- 
cate General, in regard to the eligibility 
of officers of the Philippine Scouts for po- 
sitions on the Army promotion list. 

On Dec. 2, 1920, the Judge Advocate 
General rendered an opinion, as did the 
Attorney General, that Scout ofticers were 
not entitled to be placed on the promotion 
list under the act of 1920. Prior to these 
rulings, however, the names of all Scout 
officers had been placed on the promotion 
list and had become a part thereof. Hence, 
when the act of June 30, provided that all 
officers of the Philipine Scouts “shall con- 
tinue to be carried on the promotion list,” 
it applied to every officer of the Scouts. 
It is held by the War Department that the 
act recognizes officers of the Philippine 
Scouts are on the promotion list and con- 
tinues them thereon; it confers upon such 
officers the right to be promoted to and in- 
cluding the grade of colonel; it withdraws, 
as occasion requires, from occupancy by 
Scout officers certain of the 12,000 officers 
provided by the law. 

As a result of this, it is held as inevita- 
ble that the Scout officers must be carried 
on the promotion list, that they are enti- 
tled to promotion as prescribed for officers 
of the Regular Army, and that there are, 
or will be, officers in existence reserved 
for their occupancy in such grades as they 
may now occupy or in such grades in which 
they may hereafter be placed by virtue of 
their right to promotion. 


Promotion of Retired Scouts in Susp 


‘THE War Department has also rendered 
a decision in the case of certain retired 
officers of the Scouts who were retired 
prior to June 4, 1920, and whose advance- 
ment was authorized by the act of June 10, 
1922. It is held that inasmuch as the 
names of the officers of the Scouts appear 
on the promotion list along with the names 
of officers of the Regular Army the sus- 
pension of the promotion of the latter from 
June 30 to Jan. 1 (under the act of June 
30 of this year) necessarily suspends the 
promotion of the former. Since the deter- 
mination of eligibility for promotion of 
the officers on the retired list is dependent 
upon active service performed since re- 
tirement and also upon the actual promo- 
tion of the officers of the same grade on 
the active list, having the same or less ac- 
tive service, it is held that the suspension 
of promotion on the active list of rates 
to suspend all promotion on the retired 
list. It is decided, therefore, that retired 
Scout officers of this group may not be pro- 
moted prior to Jan. 1, 1923, nor with rank 
prior to that date.

Senate Votes to Stop 
Demotion of Non-Coms, 


U NLESS opposition comes from some 
unexpected source, the Wadsworth. 
Kahn bill (H.R. 12819—S. 4037), to pre. 
vent the reduction of non-commissioneg 
officers, will become a law before Dee, 15 
without amendments. : 
Chairman Wadsworth secured its pas. 
sage by the Senate on Dec. 6. All that 
was required was an explanation from 
Senator Wadsworth as to the plight of the 
older non-coms. as the result of the redye. 
tion of the strength of the Army and the 
effect of the bill. 

The bill was rushed over to the House 
on Dec. 7 and referred to the House Com. 
mittee on Military Affairs. The situation 
in the House committee is as favorable ag 
it was in the Senate. Chairman Kahn 
sent out a call to some of the absent mem. 
bers of the committee with a view to se 
curing a quorum at an early date. 

In the meantime the matter has been 
taken up by the leaders of the House with 
a view to securing a special rule if it be- 
comes necessary. Chairman’ Kahn yijll 
name a_ special sub-committee to take 
charge of the bill and speed up its passage, 


NO CHANGE IN REGRADING 
OF RETIRED NON-COMS, 


HE Comptroller General finds it im- 

possible to amend his former decision 
regarding the retired enlisted men, and the 
order published ‘n this paper last July, 
giving the new rates of pay for retirel en- 
listed men based on the act of June 10, 
1922, and the Comptroller General’s de- 
cision will stand. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral says: 

“The question of the proper grades of 
these retired men for pay purposes is a 
combined legal and military one. It is 
the desire of this office that exact justice 
in the matter be done to all, and that they 
be accorded their correct military grades 
consistent with the statutes upon the sub- 
ject. In the absence, however, of a clear 
demonstration that the men in question 
can, consistently with the statutes applica- 
ble, occupy higher military grades for pay 
purposes than is indicated in the decision 
of July 8, the decision is adhered to.” 


CONGRESS ACTING PROMPTLY 
ON SERVICE MEASURES. 


HE House on Dec. 6 passed by a vote 

of 219 to 13, the bill (H.R. 10531) 
providing for a redistribution of grades 
in the officer personnel of the Coast Guard. 
All amendments proposed to the bill were 
voted down and the bill, whose provisions 
were explained on page 274 of this paper 
Nov. 18, now goes to the Senate. 

The Senate on Dec. 5 passed S. 2390, to 
redistribute the number of officers in the 
several grades of the Supply Corps of the 
Navy, so that there will be: “One-half pay 
directors rank of rear admiral to six pay 
directors, rank of captain, to twelve pay 
inspectors, rank of commander, to 81% 
in grades below pay inspector: Provided, 
That after Jan. 1, 1923, no vacancies as 
pay directors, rank of captain, and pay in- 
spectors, rank of commander, shall be filed 
until numbers have been reduced to those 
authorized by act of Aug. 29, 1916.” 

The Senate on Dec. 5 passed S. 2371, 
to amend Sec. 40b, National Defense act, 
so that “in time of peace retired officers, 
retired warrant officers, or retire! enlisted 
men shall not be detailed under the pro- 
visions of this section without their con- 
sent.” 


AMPHIBIOUS ARMY TANK 
SUCCESSFULLY TRIED OUT. 


AN armored truck, with a_ three-inch 

regulation field gun mounted forward, 
traveled at the rate of twenty-five miles 
an hour on Riverside drive, New York city, 
negotiated the lower slope of the Palisades 
on the other side of the Hudson, and then 
crossed the river under its own power, in 
a test conducted Dec. 6. 

The demonstration was attended by 
Army and Navy officers and by several 
hundred members of the American Socicty 
of Mechanical Engineers who were attend- 
ing the forty-third annual meeting of the 
organization. The truck was invented by 
Walter Christie, former driver of racing 
automobiles and designer of various sorts 
of gasoline motors. 


DELAY IN CONFIRMING 
NAVAL NOMINATIONS. 


T BROUGH the failure of the sub-com- 
mittee to act and due to a lack of 4 
quorum of the entire Senate Naval Af- 
fairs committee the Navy nominatio ere 
not confirmed at the special session. his 
made it necessary for the Navy Depart- 
ment to send the nominations to the White 
House again for the regular session. It 
involved writing separate letters for each 
of the nominations which are now 
pending. On . 6 the nominations were 
sent again by the Navy Department to the 
White House. They will be sent prompt- 
ly to Congress again by the President. 
It is stated that no serious opposition 
has developed and that confirmations will 
be made in a few days.

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Importance of the National 
Guard 


ENERAL RICKARDS’S first an- 
G nual report, as Chief of the Militia 

Bureau, clearly demonstrates that 
the National Guard is recognized by the 
citizens of the country as an essential part 
of the Army; that as great as has been 
its growth, the increase would have been 
considerably more had the necessary ap- 
propriations been made, and that to-day 
the National Guard has taken its place, 
as part of the first line of land defense of 
the country. 

June 30, 1919, the National Guard con- 
sisted of 1,198 officers and 36,012 men. 
Three years later, at the termination of 
the period covered by the general’s report, 
it consisted of 8,744 officers and 150,914 
men. ‘To-day it consists of 9,022 officers 
and 154,048 men. When it is considered 
that all this strength comes entirely from 
voluntary enlistment; that the men and 
officers not only drill at least one night a 
week, and in many cases two and three 
nights; that they spend at least two weeks 
in a summer training camp, it is evi- 
dent that this important force naturally 
appeals to a large number of our citizens 
as furnishing the kind of military service 
which their families and business respon- 
sibilities will permit them to give. 


No Excuse for Jealousy 


1% the past there have been jealousies 
between the Regular Service and the 
National Guard. There are narrow-mind- 
ed individuals to-day who would revive and 
keep alive these jealousies. There are 
those, both in the National Guard and the 
Reserve forces of the country, who con- 
sider the two forces rivals. There are 
members of Congress only too ready to 
take advantage of such jealousies, either 
to gain something personally, or to weak- 
en our already only too limited National 
Defense. There are short-sighted business 
men of the type who a few years ago, be- 
cause the National Guard was cheaper to 
maintain than the Regular Service, wished 
to do away with the Regular Service, and 
who, to-day, because the Organized Re- 
serve is cheaper than the National Guard, 
would like to cut down the National 
Guard. 

The petty differences—all of which can 
be adjusted—which exist between the Reg- 
ular forces, the National Guard and the 
Reserves are less than insufficient excuse 
for any jealousy. 

The business man who is unwilling to 
have the Government spen? the money 
necessary to provide adequate National 
Defense is just as bad a citizen as the 
one who does not want to pay for the fire 
and police departments of the city in 
which he lives, but who counts on their 
protection in time of emergency. 


Peace Missions of Army 


Pp ROFESSIONAL soldiers are as essen- 

tial as professional doctors, lawyers, 
or engineers. There are missions in time 
of peace which can be performed only by 
professional soldiers, garrisoned in the 
proper localities. Most of these missions 
could not be performed by men, no matter 
what their military ability, who except in 
case of emergency can only give and only 
want to give a night or two a week and 
two weeks in the summer time to military 
affairs. 

For example, there has had to be a con- 
siderable force of troops on the Mexican 
border since 1911, or, in other words, for 
the past twelve years. The mobilization 
of 1916 showed the National Guard eager 
to go to war, but, naturally, unwilling to 
tfemain away from their homes and busi- 
ness merely to guard a frontier in time-of 


peace. 

On the other band, there are frequent 
emergencies which demand immediately a 
greater force of troops than can be fur- 
nished by any Regular force which this 
country will support. As the National 
Guard is a force in being, it is immedi- 
ately available for such service. 

Every nation, from time to time, must 
pass through a period in which its very 
existence is threatened by outside forces. 
In such great emergencies, it must mobil- 
ize its whole man and industrial power. 

e Reserve forces of the country are not 
Teady for an immediate emergency as is 
the National Guard. They must have 

in which to be mobilized and trained 

ore any concentration can be attempted. 
to law, they can only be called 

out by act of Congress. are there- 
fore. primarily intended only for the great 


act, the only military policy the 


States has ever possessed, clearly draw 
the line between the Regular forces and 
the National Guard forces, and between 
the National Guard forces and the Reserve 
forces. Their various functions are dis- 
tinct. There is no reason for jealousy or 
discord. There is every reason for unity. 





Another Pacifist Lie Nailed 


AST winter when the country was 

being flooded with pacifist, commu- 

nist and foreign propaganda for the 
purpose of bringing about our disarm- 
ament, both on land and on sea, one of 
the favorite arguments advanced was that 
eighty cents out of every dollar appropri- 
ated by Congress was for the support of 
the military and naval establishments. 

Data founded on hard facts issued by 
the War and Navy Departments received 
no attention ,other than to be labeled as 
untrue propaganda brought out on pur- 
pose by militarists to fool the American 
public. 

The Budget Department cannot be ac- 
cused of being interested in any particu- 
lar department of the Government as 
against any other. The figures put out by 
it must be accepted as correct. The mes- 
sage of the President of the United States 
transmitting the budget to Congress clear- 
ly states that 13.5 cents is spent for na- 
tional defense out of every dollar of Gov- 
ernment expenditure. This includes the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and every mil- 
itary activity of the Government. Thus 
another pacifist lie ig nailed. 


Perverting the Truth 


‘T HE remarkable thing about pacifists in 

general, as exemplified by every cam- 
paign, is the fact that while always ac- 
cussing their opponents of entire lack of 
faith and a willingness to descend to any 
means to accompplish their ends, they— 
the pacifists—never hesitate without in- 
vestigation to greedily accept and use any 
argument in their favor, no matter how 
wild or incorrect. 

After all, the greatest damage that was 
done by the use of the false statement that 
80 cents out of every dollar went to our 
military and naval establishments was 
caused by the effect such figures had on 
the average business man, too busy to in- 
quire into the details of the purported 
facts set before him. Had the misinfor- 
mation only been published by an obvious- 
ly propaganda sheet, the damage would 
have been slight. Unfortunately, some of 
the largest publications in the country 
ar to disseminate this deliberatee false- 
hood. 

When the matter was called to the at- 
tention of some of these publications, in- 
stead of investigating the matter and ad- 
mitting their error, they deliberately re- 
peated their false statements. 

Undoubtedly, the persistent use of this 
misinformation, at a time when every busi- 
ness man was feeling the weight of. taxes 
and the difficulty of recovering from the 
post-war, slump, materially influenced 
Congress in its radical cuts of our mili- 
tary and naval expenditures, 


Departments Submit Modest Estimates 


IN recognition of the need for national 

economy, the War and Navy Depart- 
ments have both submitted budgets for our 
national defense activities calling for sums 
insufficient to carry out the minimum re- 
quirements under the amended National 
Defense act and the treaties emanating 
from the Washington Arms Conference. 
The totals asked for to cover these activi- 
ties would take but 13.5 cents out of every 
dollar of national expenditure. This is 
not a proportion to which any business 
man can object. 

The business man of the country is al- 
ways calling for a business administra- 
tion. He will get it just in proportion to 
the interest which he shows in government 
affairs in Washington, Let him thake it 
evident to Congress that he understands 
the truth with respect to national defense 
expenditures, and that he will not submit 
to further cuts in this most important form 
of national insurance. 





Japan Cuts Navy Sparingly 


APAN is lagging well behind the 
United States in the reduction of naval 
personnel. An Associated Press dis- 


patch from Tokyo dated Dec. 4 states that 
“as a result of armament treaties signed 


a year ago in Washington 1,000 officers 
and 8,000 men have been retired from the 


tial 


navy.” This is the first substan- 
reduction made by Japan since the 
. Our reductions were made 


nearly a year ago, and were much greater, 
proportionately, than those only just con- 
summated by Japan. 

In his annual report just issued Secre- 
tary Denby sets forth the reduction in 
officer personnel from about 9,100 in 1920 
to 8,800 in 1921, and to 7,800 this year. 
These figures do not include our midship- 
men at the Naval Academy, who properly 
speaking are not yet a part of the Navy. 
It does include, however, all staff officers 
and warrant officers. 

Including our midshipmen, the total of 
officers in the Navy is about 10,100. On 
a 5-3 basis the Japanese should have 6,060, 
yet actually their recent reduction of 1,000 
would bring their total remaining to very 
nearly 8,100. _ It is therefore evident that 
Japan still has a surplus of more than 30 
per cent. of officers as compared with the 
United States on the treaty ratio of forces. 

In enlisted personnel the case is similar. 
We made our reductions nearly a year 
ahead of her, and made them much more 
drastic. Our limit of 86,000 men fixed by 
Congress at the last session corresponds to 
about 52,000 men for Japan. But instead 
of coming down to such a figure Japan 
has kept 73,000 until very recently and 
now reduces to 65, This is equivalent 
to 25 per cent. over us. Moreover, our 
reductions have been genuine. The men 
are entirely out of the Navy, with very 
few exceptions, whereas Japan has merely 
transferred her men to the naval reserve. 





Balancing the Navy 


HE outstanding feature of the an- 

I nual report of the Secretary of the 

Navy to the President is the recom- 
mendation that the naval policy formulated 
by the General Board after months of ex- 
haustive consideration be adopted, and 
“accomplished as soon as consistent with 
our economic situation.” 

The board’s “general naval policy” is 
“to create, maintain and operate a Navy 
second to none and in conformity with the 
ratios for capital ships established by the 
treaty for limitation of naval armaments.” 

The Secretary feels it his duty to re- 
port that in certain types of ships, such as 
fast cruisers, aircraft carriers, sea-going 
submarines and aircraft, the Navy is defi- 
cient. He wishes to balance the fleet by 
making good these deficiencies so soon as 
the national finances will permit. Natur- 
ally it is for the President, or Congress, 
or the country, or all of them -together, to 
decide when the United States can afford 
to keep up its end of the naval competi- 
tion which still remains as an inherent ele- 
ment in international relations, notwith- 
standing an assumed ratification of the 
Washington treaties. 


War Always Too Costly 


NE of the paradoxes of our history is 

that during peace we can never afford 
adequate preparedness, whereas during 
every war we have paid many times over 
what the war should have cost had we 
started properly prepared. In the long 
run we have lost great sums, excessively 
great sums, in this way. By saving a lit- 
tle money each year during peace we great- 
ly multiply our war losses, not only in 
money, but in precious lives. This is not 
only folly, it is stupidity. 

What are our present necessities as to 
economy which prevent the balancing of 
our fleet in accordance with Secretary 
Denby’s recommendation? ‘There are none. 
The recent elections failed to disclose any 
great public response to the impressive 
savings effected by the present Congress. 
The supposed public demand for excessive 
penury has proved non-existent. 

Compared with Great Britain and Ja- 
pan, and with almost every other nation 
on earth, we are a Croesus. Never before 
have we been so rich, never within recent 
times have they been so poor. Yet Great 
Britain and Japan manage to afford not 
only to keep up their navies at treaty 
strength, but actually to undertake great 
construction programs for balancing their 
fleet; while we reduce 30 per cent. below 
treaty strength and notwithstanding a 
poorly balanced fleet consider ourselves too 
poor to build any new ships. 

We can well afford the money at the 
present time to adopt Secretary Denby’s 
recommendations. If we fail to make a 

ing soon the delay may easily cost 
us one hundred times as much money in 
the future. 


Fair Retirement Law for the 
Non-Coms. Is Essential 


T has been frequently pointed out by 
the ArMy AND Navy Journat that 
an efficient corps of warrant and non- 

commissioned officers, with excellent mo- 
rale, is as essential to an army as is the 
corps of officers. 

At the present time the morale of these 
important grades of our Regular forces is 
badly shaken. The reasons for this are 
clear. The first is the question of the de- 
motion of a considerable number of long 
service non-commissioned officers by Dec. 
31, if the House does not hurry and pass 
the bill which, as the result of a letter 
from the Secretary of War, asking that 
this grave injustice be corrected, was 
passed by the Senate on Dec. 6. 

While the demotion of a large number 
of Regular Army non-commissioned offi- 
cers is undesirable at any time, and above 
all when there is a widespread need ror 
them throughout the National Guard and 
Reserve forces, the fact of greatest im- 
portance in the situation is that if this 
demotion takes place a number of faithful 
men who have spent their lives in the 
Service, under a virtual contract from the 
Government carrying the right to retire 
with a living wage, will have to be retired 
with insufficient pay to meet even the bare 
necessaries of life for an unmarried man. 
This situation demands immediate correc- 
tion. 


Readjustment Necessary 


SIDE from that is the larger question 

of putting the whole matter of retire- 
ment for enlisted men, and officers who 
have served as enlisted men, on a proper 
basis. 

The maximum retired pay allowed en- 
listed men of the highest grade to-day, 
after thirty years of faithful service, while 
fair, is none too high. The amount allowed 
the lower grades cannot be lived on. With 
the present arrangement of grades and the 
chance of changes at any time, it is easily 
possible for a first class man who has 
given long and faithful service, to find 
that he has to retire in a low grade, 
through no fault of his own. 

Just as pay and grade have been some- 
what divorced from each other for the offi- 
cer personnel, it is highly essential that 
some scheme be evolved following the same 
general principles for the enlisted per- 
sonnel. Tht minimum retired pay after 
faithful and honest service throughout the 
period essential to retirement should be 
sufficient to insure reasonably comfortable 
and decent living. 

There are two special classes to whom 
grave injustice has been done. A consid- 
erable number of enlisted men at the pres- 
ent time are faced with retirement in sev- 
eral grades below the highest ever held 
by them, and through no fault of their 
own. 
would be favorably disposed toward any 
bill which would provide for the retirement 
of these men in the highest grade held i 
the past. ; 


Reward for Service in Ranks 


HERE is a considerable number of offi- 

cers who had enlisted service prior to 
being commissioned. At the present time 
this service does not count towards re- 
tirement. There is not the slightest rea- 
son why these men should be discriminated 
against, and there is every reason why 
service in the ranks, prior to becoming an 
officer, should be rewarded. 

The tremendous interest, as evidenced 
by the large number of votes and large 
amount of correspondence received, and 
constantly being received by the Army 
AND Navy JougNAL in connection with 
the two twenty-five year retirement bills,

The probabilities are that Congress — 
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Plans for Efficiency 
of National Guard 


N a preceding article the point was 
I made that the joint conference of Na- 

tional Guard and General Staff officers 
now convened in Washington has been 
given the problem of determining whether 
or not an effective and well-balanced Na- 
tional Guard force may be organized and 
maintained for less money than that Ser- 
vice now costs the United States. 

The article referred to was critical in its 
tone, but since nothing is more common 
and more unwelcome than destructive crit- 
icism that curse was taken off of the dis- 
cussion by a promise to consider in a later 
article certain constructive measures for 
the National Guard's benefit. 


National Guard Not Properly Provided For. 


It has been shown that the National 
Guard Service is not being properly 
provided for either by Congress or, in 
many states, by the local legislatures. It 
has also been pointed out tkat while the 
National Guard has all the advantages of 
a popularity not enjoyed by the Regular 
Army, the former organization labors un- 
der the handicap of being at the mercy of 
two law-making and money-appropriating 
bodies instead of only one. 

Tio some minds this situation has sug- 
gested the curtailing of the National 
Guard project as a remedy, but to others 
it is clear that such action should not be 
taken against an organization that this 
country needs and is entitled to have. 


Remedies Suggested. 


"T HERE are remedies, however, that hold 

some promise of being effectual. One 
of these remedies involves the extension 
of Federal aid in the construction of new 
armory buildings in those states not pro- 
vided with proper armories or where the 
present armory capacity will not permit 
of the organization of new units. Another 
remedy involves the extension of Federal 
aid to the National Guard in the matter 
of nation-wide advertising. 

To discuss the first remedy briefly, it 
is clear that as soon ag anyone mentions 
the prospect of the Federal Government’s 
subsidizing the construction of National 
Guard armory building throughout the 
country a cry of “pork barrel’’ methods is 
certain to be raised. And it is true that 
unless such extension of Government aid 
toward armory building is carefully carried 
out and rigorously supervised, there is 
likely to be wastefulness. ‘This need not 
be the case, however. Unlike the oft 
criticized river and harbor improvement 
projects, the construction of needed arm- 
ory buildings would not have to be de- 
fended on the ground of its being of some 
problematic future benefit to the com- 
munity. It is frequently a dubious mat- 
ter whether or not the Government money 
invested in river improvement schemes is 
money well spent. The development of the 
commerce of the country may make or 
break such a project, but with a National 
Guard armory, built for a definitely as- 
signed unit of a certain size, there can be 
no such unertainty as to the future. 


Then again armory buildings can be 
adapted to a large variety cf other uses 
other than military. Community centers 
are needed in hundreds of thriving towns 
and small cities throughout the United 
States. There is no reason why National 
Guard armory buildings shou not be 
constructed for such use or for employ- 
ment as meeting places for conventions, 
social affairs, etc. A dozen different uses 
for such buildings would suggest them- 
selves to the leading men of any com- 
munity. 


Armories. 


ATURALLY it would be better if 

each community containing a National 
Guard unit could be depended upon to 
construct an adequate armory for the or- 
ganization. It would seem that the public 
spirit of the citizens might be counted 
upon to contribute the money for such a 
worthy end. However, such a view does 
not take into consideration the fact that 
in many states, particularly those having 
a large rural population, there are not 
enough towns of sufficient size to make it 
feasible to build enough local armories un- 
less, after an intensive campaign of edu- 
eation, the farmers throughout the sur- 
rounding country can be brought to the 
ay of paying the necessary taxes. It is 
n such communities that Federally aided 
armories might well be provided. Yet this 
Federal aid should not 
criminately.

Advertising the National Guard. 


S INCE the legislation of 1916 establish- 

ing the Guard on a Federally con- 
trolled and Federally recognized basis, that 
service has moved from a position in the 
second echelon to a point where it is now 
recognized not only as an increment of the 
_= line, but as the main portion of that 
ine. 

If a nation-wide publicity service such 
as that organized three years ago to recruit 
the Regular Army could be devoted to 
advertising the National Guard it would 
be only a matter of months before the 
Guard would begin to show the immense 
benefit of such treatment. Some of the 
states started a recruiting campaign some 
time since with excellent results, and also 
worked jointly with the Regular Army in 
the recruiting drive, each helping the other. 

Advertising must, of course, be backed 
by solid advantages in the object adver- 
tised. In other words, National Guard 
service must be brought to mean something 
tangible in the way of good for the eligi- 
ble man or such campaign of publicity as 
that recommended would fail in the end. 

The two remedies that have been brief- 
ly discussed in this article will both cost 
some money. This is inescapable. Good 
military protection cannot be had for noth- 
ing any more than good houses, good food, 
good insurance can be obtained without 
cost.

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Gen. Rickards’s Report 
on the National Guard 


I’. is only a lack of adequate financial 


support that prevents the National 

Guard from eventually attaining a 
strength of 435,800, as fixed by the Na- 
tional Defense act, according to the report 
of Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of 
the Militia Bureau. 

All through General Rickuards’s report 
are statements to the effect that the devel- 
opment of the National Guard has been 
retarded owing to the want of funds. He 
algo makes an appeal for more instructors 
from the Regular Army in order to bring 
the National Guard up to the proper state 
of training. General Rickards expresses 
himself as gratified with the progress of 
the Guard during the last fiscal year. 


Gains Made in 1922. 


1% discussing the general situation in the 
development of the Guard, General 
Rickards said: 

“The National Guard can look on the 
fiscal year 1922 as a period of substantial 
development. * Starting with an aggregate 
strength of 113,640 on July 1, 1921, the 
force has now reached an enrollment of 
159,658, a gain in strength of 40 per cent. 
The total would have been larger if money 
— the increased cost had been avail- 
able. 

“Of the total of 159,658 enrolled on June 
30, 1922, 149,027 pertain either to Cav- 
alry or Infantry divisions or to harbor de- 
fense troops. State staff commissioned and 
enlisted personnel account for a total of 
1,003. The remainder, 9,628, covers all 
corps, army and general headquarters 
troops organized to this date. Several reg- 
iments of 155-mm. howitzers which were 
formerly included in the divisional organi- 
zation had been revived by the states in- 
terested, but no place could be found for 
them in the new structure of the Infantry 
division. To provide for these and other 
similar organizations the immediate or- 
ganization of some corps, army and gen- 
eral headquarters troops was authorized. 

“The state of Nevada is the only one 
which has no National Guard at this time. 


A Satisfactory Year. 


SSN general, it may be said that the 

National Guard has passed through 
a very satisfactory year. Its development 
has been both steady and well balanced. 
With adequate financial support there is 
every reason to believe that the National 
Guard force can eventually attain the fig- 
ure of 435,800 fixed for it under the act 
of June 3, 1916, and reiterated in the law 
of June 4, 1920. 

“Under the acts referred to the National 
Guard was supposed to enroll by June 30, 
1922, a strength of 238,950, a force calcu- 
lated at the rate of 450 National Guard 
men for each member of Congress. How- 
ever, only sufficient funds were provided 
to care for a force which would total about 
160,000 by June 30, 1922. As shown above, 
that strength was practically realized on 
the date mentioned. This retardation in 
development, occasioned by insufficient 
funds, has thrown the National Guard one 
year behind in the development required 
by Congress itself. This retardation will 
be continued during the fiscal year 1923, 
as insufficient funds were provided for that 
period. 

“This is regrettable, in view of the 
country-wide acceptance of the National 
Guard idea by the American citizenship. 
Even in the present incomplete state of 
the National Guard development there are 
now more than 2,200 company units, or 
the equivalent thereof, being maintained 
in 1,250 towns and cities throughout the 
country. These local organizations range 
in size from a single group of fifty men in 
a village to a National Guard garrison of 
13,000 in New York city and Brooklyn. 

“The National Guard has the support of 
the American people. To complete its or- 
ganization is simply a matter of money.’ 


Effect of Economy on Guard. 


~ PEAKING of the effect of Congressional 
economy upon the Guard, General 
Rickards said: 

“Because of the urgent necessity for 
economy in the face of insufficient appro- 
priations, the Militia Bureau, during the 
past year, has had to decline authoriza- 
tion for the formation of a number of corps 
and army units. At the close of this fiscal 
year it was found advisable to withdraw 
from the state allotments for immediate 
organization all units of these categories 
which were not yet formed. These with- 
drawals totaled about 3,000 officers and 
men. 

“Mention has been made of the Militia 
Bureau’s hope that the end of the fiscal 
year 1923 will see at least seven Infantry 
and one Cavalry divisions of National 
Guard completely organized and ready for 


field service. 

“Whether or not this expectation will 
be realized upon two factors, i.e., 
the ability of the state authorities to fur- 
nish suitable armories for the additional 
troops poguined and the amount of funds 
eee ‘or meeting the obligation of the 
a Government toward the National 


“In view of the loyal apest given the 
units already organized of the wide- 
spread interest in the National Guard dis- 
played by our citizens there is every rea- 
son to believe that the state legislatures 


can be depended upon to furnish the funds 
for a reasonable expansion of this Services 
from year to year. It is hoped that jp 
future the National Government will be no 
less generous, particularly since there jg 
every indication that the American tax. 
payer is willing to meet the cost of this 
effective agency for the maintenance of 
order and the enforcement of law.” 


Regular Army Instructors, 


I N the course of his appeal for more Reg. 

ular Army instructors for the training 
of _ National Guard, General Rickards 
said: 

“As is well understood, the training of 
the National Guard follows that given the 
permanent establishment, and it is by law 
placed under Regular Army supervision, 
This is as it should be, the Regular be. 
ing the professional, with the time and 
equipment required for a study of military 
science, and the National Guard man be- 
ing the civilian, with the patriotism and 
the foresight of the man who is willing to 
make the necessary sacrifice that he may 
equip himself for the better service of his 
country in time of need. 

“The Militia Bureau enjoys the hearty 
co-operation of the chiefs of the various 
Regular Army branches, and grateful ac- 
knowledgment is here recorded of that fact, 
But even with this assistance the available 
supply of competent Regular Army in- 
structors for National Guard duty cannot 
at present meet the demand. Other needs, 
of course, must be met, and officers suited 
to National Guard duty are frequently 
enough withheld from it because of this 
faet. 

“To reduce the number or to lower the 
grade of Regular Army personnel detailed 
with the National Guard would be serious- 
ly detrimental. 

“In the present incomplete state of Na- 
tional Guard there are on duty with it 
323 officers and 443 non-commissioned ofli- 
cers of the Regular Army. The require- 
ments of the completely organized Na- 
tional Guard service will be heavy, but in 
dealing with forces of such size it is un- 
derstood that thinking must be done in 
large units. The estimates as to the final 
requirements of the National Guard show 
that a total of 877 officers and 1,280 non- 
commissioned officers will be needed to put 
into effect the Militia Bureau’s policy of 
having one officer with each battalion and 
non-commissioned officers on the basis of 
five to each Infantry regiment. This is 
the least that should be provided, as near- 
ly every one will testify who has per- 
formed such duty with the National Guard. 
It is a pleasure to record that this esti- 
mate has been approved by the Secretary 
of War.” 


Senior Instructors. 


G ENERAL RICKARDS objects to the 
tendency of stationing senior instruc- 
tors at the state capitol in the following: 
“A tendency has been noted on the part 
of some senior instructors of the National 
Guard to set up offices of record, ordinarily 
at the state capitols, and to withdraw a 
number of commissioned or non-commis- 
sioned instructors from their legitimate 
work in order to maintain these offices. 
“This practice is not authorized. A 
senior instructor can be of valuable assist- 
ance to the state authorities, but it is not 
intended that he shall function beyond the 
point of co-ordinating training and of act- 
ing as liaison officer between the state offi- 
cials and the various federal instructors 
within the state. Any attempt on the part 
of the senior instructor to undertake the 
supervision of the instruction of all units 
within his state must be discouraged. It 
only adds another link to a chain that 
should be kept as short as possible.” 


STATE OF GEORGIA HAS 
NEW ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


THE Governor of Georgia has appointed 
Lieut. Col. Lewis C. Pope, of the 122d 





Infantry to the office of The’ Adjutant 
General, made vacant by the death of 
General Nash. General Pope has had 
over thirteen years’ service in the Na- 
tional Guard of the state, his first entry 
therein being as a private in Co. A, 
Georgia Infantry, on Dec. 6. 1899, he be 
ing at that time but a little over fifteen 
years of age. He served in this same 
company until 1907 as private, corporal 
and sergeant. He re-entered the Servi’e 
in May, 1917, and has served continuously 
since that time. 

General Pope was born in Condor, Ga4., 
in 1884. His home is in Dublin, where he 
has many interests, including farming, 
lumbering and the manufacture of fet 
tilizers.

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Michigan State Reserve 
Association is Formed 


NE of the most important events in 
the interest of national defense in 
Michigan since the organization of 

the National Army in 1917 and 1918 was 
the state convention of Reserve officers at 
Battle Creek, Dec. 8 and 9.

R.0.T.C. ASSOCIATION 
FORMED IN BALTIMORE. 


PEAKING at a meeting in Baltimore 

on Dec. 2 of college presidents and Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps instructors, 
at which a R.O.T.C. association was 
formed for the promotion of military train- 
ing, Dr, Samuel B. McCormick, Chancellor 
of the University of Pittsburgh, declared 
that “America is rapidly becoming femi- 
nized.” 

The United States, he added, would soon 
become a nation of women if it listened to 
those who are crying their opposition to 
war for any cause whatever. 

“We need compulsory military training 
in the colleges and universities if we are 
to be preperly prepared in case of war,”

ROE. 


Maj. Gen. Charles F. Roe, formerly 
commanding general of the New York 
National Guard, and who was most highly 
esteemed as an officer and gentleman, died 
of pneumonia Dec. 1 at his summer home 
at Highland Falls, N.Y. His only child, 
Mrs. Prescott Slade of 105 East 37th 
street, New York city, was at his bedside, 
General Roe’s wife, who was Miss Kath- 
erine Bissell Bogert of Brooklyn, died 
about eighteen months ago. 

General Roe, before joining the New 
York Guard, had a valuable _ experi- 
ence in the Army and was a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., in the class of 1868, when 
he was assigned to the 1st Cavalry. He 
was transferred to the 2d Cavalry in Oc- 
tober, 1870, and resigned from the Army 
Jan. 31, 1888, and joined the New York 
National Guard in 1889. When he relin- 
quished command of the New York Na- 
tional Guard on May 1, 1922, by reason 
of a new age retirement law, the state was 
deprived of the services of 2 most valued 
officer, and one not less esteemed for his 
personal character than for his high pro- 
fessional ability. General Rve during his 
term of office served without pay, and 
yet maintained the Guard ut the highest 
state of efficiency, despite the fact that its 
officers and men like himself were serving 
without pay. General Roe never believed in 
pay for the National Guard except when 
on active duty, holding that joining for 


pay would destroy patriotism. His admin- 
istration was’ along the most practical 
lines, governed by common sense, and 


while working for the advancement of the 
force he never believed in imposing upon 
it more work than it could perform as 
citizen soldiers. 

General Roe was born in New York 
May 1, 1842, the son of Stephen R. and 
Josephine Roe. He was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A., in the class of 1868, and 
was assigned to the Ist Cavalry. He was 
transferred to the 2d Cavalry in 1870, and 
resigned from the Army Jan. 31, 1888, 
while holding the rank of first lieutenant. 
General Roe’s Army service took place 
during the period of Indian uprisings, when 
hard and continuous marches had to be 
made on the frontier between widely dis- 
tributed posts, the latter being very crude 
habitations when compared to the present 
up-to-date posts. The Army women, too, 
in those days had to bear innumerable 
hardships at the frontier posts situated a 
thousand miles from nowhere. What 
these hardships were are graphically de- 
scribed in the book “Army Letters from an 
Officer’s Wife,” by Frances M. A. Roe. 
General Roe’s first service after gradua- 
tion was on frontier duty at Fort Van- 
couver, Wash., and Camps Warner and 
Harney, Ore. 

Among other service, General Roe took 
part in the memorable Sioux expedition, 
April 1 to Sept. 29, 1876, against Crazy 
Horse and Sitting Bull, in which General 
Custer and his entire command of four- 
teen officers, 237 enlisted men, five civ- 
ilians and three Indian scouts were killed 
in the battle of the Little Big Horn, June 
25, 1876. General Roe was with the col- 
umn under Gen. John Gibbon, and arrived 
at the Little Big Horn soon after Custer 
and his command were annihilated and 
just in time to save Major Reno’s com- 
mand of the 7th Cavalry from annihifation. 
Major Reno had consolidated his com- 
mand with that of Captain Benteen, and 
could barely have held out another hour. 
General Roe was engaged with the Sioux 
Indians at the Little Big Horn June 26 
and 27, 1876, and was previously among 
the first to discover the horde of Indians 
which had wiped out Custer’s command. 
He was also among those who found the 
mutilated bodies of Custer’s command. Of 
this expedition General Roe has given one 
~- = most interesting accounts ever pub- 


After the Sioux expedition Genera! Roe 
was on frontier duty at Fort Fillis, Mont. ; 
Fort Sanders, Wyo.; Forts Ouster and 
Keogh, Mont., and Fort Walla Walla, 
Wash. General Roe while serving on the 
frontier made a famous Cavalry ride, the 
objective point being old Camp McDermit, 
Nev. On this march General Roe brought 
in his command with every man and 
horse in sound condition and the march 
was long famous in the Cavalry. 

After resigning from the Army in 
1889 he became captain of Troop A of 
the New York National Guard, April 3. 
1889, and soon made the command one of 

most efficient and famous organiza- 
tions in the country. When the troop was 
increased to a ron in February, 1895, 
he became , and this organization.

WHEELAN. 


trig. Gen. James Nicholas Wheelan, U. 
$.A., retired, a gallant officers of the old 
Army, died at the Park Avenue Ho- 
tel. New York city, Nov. 30, in his eighty- 
fifth year. He was born in Pennsylvania 
Dee. 6, 1837, and was one of the organ- 
izers of the Ist New York Mounted Rifles 
in 1861, serving as a first sergeant, second 
lieutenant, captain, major and lieutenant 
colonel, thrcughout the war of the Re- 
bellion, being mustered out in 1865. In 
the same year he was brevetted colonel for 
gallant and meritorious service during the 
war. He was appointed a second lieuten- 
ant in the 2d U.S. Regular Cavalry, Feb. 
22, 1866, and served with that organiza- 
tion until 1893, when he was appointed 
major, Sth Cavalry. General Wheelan 
took part in the action against the In- 
dians on the Rosebud in 1877, and was 
later brevetted major for gallant services 
in that action. He was made lieutenant 
colonel, 7th Cavalry, in 1899, and colonel, 
12th Cavalry, 1901. He was retired for 
age in 1901, and in 1904 was advanced to 
the rank of brigadier general, on the re- 
tired list, for Civil War service. He served 
subsequently as military attaché at the 
Courts of the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Berlin. In recent years, until hig illness, 
General Wheelan made his home at the 
Union League Club, New York city. He 
left no family, his only sister, Miss Mary 
C. Wheelan, having died on Aug. 15, 
1922. 

In the passing of General Wheelan 
New York loses one of the few remaining 
veterans of its “lst Mounted Rifles,” a 
regiment that was noted throughout the 
armies of the Union for its fine esprit de 
corps, and the United States a soldier who 
served them long and well, and of whom 
the country may well be proud. 

Funeral services over the remains of 
General Wheelan were held at St. Ste- 
phen’s Protestant Episcopal Church, New 
York city, on Dec. 3, a delegation of Regu- 
lar Army officers from Governors Island 
and a number of officers of the National 
Guard being among those present. The 
body was taken from the church to Wash- 
ington, D.C., the interment being in Ar- 















lington with all the military honors due 
a brigadier general. Brig. Gen. Louis W. 
Stotesbury, formerly the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of New York, accompanied the body 
to Washington.

To vide # flying rating for Air Service 
lagers of the National Guard and Organized 
Reserves who are unable to undertake the com- 


plete and prescribed course of instruction en- 
titling them to receive the rating of airplane 
pilot, the War Department has approved a 
special rating for such officers to be known as 
‘*‘Junior Airplane Pilot.’’ 

The rating of ‘‘Junior Airplane Pilot’’ will 
be conferred only upon Air Service officers of 
the National Guard not in Federal service, 
who were commissioned as such on or before July 
1, 1922, and officers of the Air Service Ofii- 
cers’ Reserve Corps on inactive status. Air 
Service officers of the National Guard com- 
missioned on any date subsequent to July 1, 


1922, are not eligible for this rating. . All 
Reserve and National Guard officers holding 
the rating of ‘‘Junior Airplane Pilot’’ will, 


when called to extended Federal service for 
field duty, in the case of National Guard offi- 
cers, or when ordered to active duty for any 
extended length of time beyond the annual 
15-day training period, in the case of Reserve 
officers, be required to qualify for the rating 
of ‘‘Airplane Pilot,’’ by undertaking and suc- 
cessfully completing the prescribed course of 
training before assigned to a tactical unit. 

Examinations to determine the fitness of 
any applicant to receive the rating of ‘‘Junior 
Airplane Pilot’’ will be conducted by a board 
of not less than three officers, two of whom 
will be Air Service officers holding the rating 
of airplane pilot, and one medical officer, 
preferably a flight surgeon. Such boards will 
be appointed by the commanding officers of 
Air Service stations. 

Applicants will be required to successfully 
complete the prescribed physical examination 
for flying (Form 609) before undertaking the 
professional examination, the scope of which 
is indicated in the circular. The flying test 
will be conducted in a training type plane, 
equipped with dual control.

By Raymond V. Sykes. 


Over-enthusiasm may as well prove dis- 
astrous as the most profound pessimism if 
the individual's convictions are not tempered by 
his having both feet on the ground. Business 
men and investors alike have been carried 
away by the outlook for 1923 and investors 
at least have been brought to the realization 
that perhaps the picture has been painted in 
a slightly too rosy hue. Business conditions 
should continue to improve gradually, but there 
is no basis for anything more than moderate 
prosperity and in making commitments in the 
securities market this should not be lost to 
mind. 

Just at present seasonal influences are be- 
ginning to be felt. The retail merchandising, 
mail order and chain store enterprises are 
gaining in sales. Certain basic industries are 
contracting their operations, which is entirely 
normal, t is not likely, however, that iron 
and steel output, at least, will show any 
marked falling off during the remainder of 
the year. 


Improvement in Foreign Exchange. 


One of the most favorable factors in the 
general prospective is the improvement in for- 
eign exchange. The Canadian dollar is back 
to par from a discount of 13% and the buying 
power of Canada, one of our best customers, 
has been fully recovered. The pound sterling 
has worked into new high territory and is 
within 7% of parity. This should certainly 
result in betterment in exports to Great Brit- 
ain. The Italian lira has gained notably within 
the last month and buying power there is con- 
sequently much stronger. The French franc 
has proved an exception, going to the lowest 
point of the year early in November, with 
some recovery subsequently. 

The decline in the franc was largely the 
result of psychology following thg statement 
that the French Government was considering 
separate action against Germany. Fundament- 
ally the French financial situation is stronger 
and by next year the exchange rate should be 
considerably improved. 


Bad Outlook for the German Mark. 


Rehabilitation of the German mark appears 
hopeless. The apparent determination to bank- 
tupt the nation has eliminated all probability 
of an Allied loan of any consequence. Buying 
power in Germany, insofar as American goods 
mre concerned, will remain rather negligible 
for some time to come, and in fact this is true 
ef all the Central European countries. 

It is perhaps as well for the ultimate good 
of this country taat exports do not increase 
too rapidly. America is already such a large 
creditor nation that it cannot collect its pres- 
ent outstanding obligations. The Tariff act 
of 1922 has eliminated liquidation in goods 
on a comprehensive scale, 


Post-Election Politics. 


The change in political sentiment expressed 
by the results of the November election has 
been interpreted with alarm in a good many 
quarters and is attributed with causing the 
break in the securities market to a large ex- 
tent. Politics and economics bear a close re- 
lation, but it cannot be said that the former 
entirely dominates the latter. 

A radical group in Congress may quite pos- 
sibly cause serious disturbances superficially, 
but it is doubtful if this can bring about many 
important fundamental changes. Members of 
the new group will undoubtedly present bills 
and endeavor to bring legislation to pass 
accordance with the platforms upon which they 
were elected in order to conciliate their con- 
stituents, but it does not follow that their 
efforts will bear fruit. Such groups have al- 
ways been present and their ideas have formed 
the basis of popular movements in the past, 
but little has come of these and eventually 
they have died of malnutrition. 


The Railroads. 


A good deal of disappointment has been ex- 
pressed over the October showing made by the 
railroads. Comparisons of net income have 
been with October, 1921, which was the best 
month not only of 1921 but ever reported, 
when earnings approximated 5%% on prop- 
erty valuation, a record which has not been 
reached since or been touched previously. 

In October, 1922, maintenance of equipment 
charges were abnormally h and many of 
the roads also charged off substantial amounts 
for deferred maintenance of way. November 
has been one of the best months from the 
standpoint of loadings and unless there are 
again abnormal maintenance charges, net in- 
come should rebound sharply. The reaction in 
railroad securities has been severe, with the 
result that present levels offer attractive pur- 


chases. 
Fundamentally the railroad situation is 
sound and both speculation and investment in 
ilroad securities afford less

K. A. G.—A man enlisted in February, 1920, 
does not come under the provisions of the act 
of June 4, 1920, authorizing a $90 enlistment 
bonus. If he re-enlists in February, 1923, 
under the act of June 10, 1922, he will be 
entitled to $75. 


W. W.—tThere is no indication that the 
Army dress blue is coming back very soon. 

A. R. B.—In the instructions for carrying 
into effect the Service Pay bill of June 10, 
1922, published by the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, Navy Department, on page 11, par. 
(e), it reads in part that ‘‘It is to be noted 
that under this act only time actually served in 
the Navy is to be computed in determining the 
four-year periods of service which carry in- 
creases of pay.’’ If you desire to go further 
into this question, suggest that you communi- 
cate through channels with the Bureau of Nav- 
igation, Navy Department, Washington, D.O. 

J. H.—aAdditional pay accrues only under 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
War. None were prescribed for machine guns 
under prior statutes. Regulations under act 
of June 10, 1922, are now VWeing drafted. 

J. D. T.—Regarding the G.C.M. case of 2d 
Lt. H. M.—It was stated at the J.A.G. Dept. 
that it would require time to locate the rec- 
ords of this particular case, and doubt was 
expressed as to whether the information couid 
be given out. Suggest you communicate with 
The Adjutant General of the Army with re 
spect to this. 

P. A. H. asks: Are the following soldiers 
entitled to the $90 re-enlistment bonus? (1) 
A was discharged from a completed enlistment 
Jan. 6, 1920, and re-enlisted for three years 
on Jan, 7, 1920, (2) B enlisted for the dura- 
tion of the emergency on June 16, 1917; was 
discharged May 15, 1919; and re-enlisted for 
three years on Oct. 28, 1920, 

Answer: (1) A not entitled, as the act of 
June 4, 1920, was not in force when he re- 
enlisted. (2) B is entitled, and will receive 
the $90 on discharge Oct. 27, 1923. 

PFR. asks: Reduced from technical sergeant 
to sergeant June 30, 1920. Discharged July 
27, 1922. Should I have drawn technical ser- 
geant’s pay up to my discharge? 

Answer: No. See, however, W.D. Circeu- 
lar 200, 

R. E. L.—Company I, 3d Battalion, 315th 
Infantry, 79th Division, is entitled to two 
bronze stars on the Victory Bar; one for Pe- 
fensive Sector; one for Meuse-Argonne. 

MEDAL MAN asks: I fired on a team in 
the National Rifle Team Matches at Camp 
Perry this year which finished in Class B. Do 
the medals awarded to same count as a medal 
for distinguished marksman? 

Answer: Par. 256, Rifle Marksmanship, as 
amended, appears to answer this in the af- 
firmative. However, the question of the Class 
B winners has, so far as known, never been 
brought up before in this connection. If you 
have previously won two other medals in the 
authorized competitions, an application to The 
Adjutant General for the distinguished medal 
will bring the question up for a decision. 


E. 8.—Battery E, 6th Artillery, arrived in| 


the Philippines May 18, 1899. 

R. S. B. asks: Has there been any pro- 
vision made for payment of one year’s salary 
to discharged warrant officers of the Mine 
Planter Service? 

Answer: The law does not provide for such 
Payment. 





TACTICAL. 


A SGT. INSTRUCTOR asks: Being at right 
shoulder arms; 1. Rifle; 2. SALUTE. The 
command is given while drilling the company 
without the numbers. “A” says that the left 
hand is held at the small of the stock until the 
command TWO is given. ‘B” says that the left 
hand is dropped by the side at the completion 
of the salute, without further command. Which 
is correct? 

Answer: The left hand is held at the small 
of the stock until the command ‘‘Two” only in 
case the movement is executed by the numbers. 
In this respect, the movement conforms to the 
general rules for the manual of arms. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


No Allowances While on Half-pay Status. 

A retired officer on active duty and entitled 
to active pay and allowances while so serving 
went on leave of absence which exceeded by 
two weeks the thirty days allowed annually to 
officers on active duty. During this excess 
leave the officer is entitled to half pay, but no 
allowances, says the Comptroller General. The 
subsistence and rental allowances are to be 
excluded from the reckoning when an officer is 
on half-pay status, as the law (Sec. 1265, 
R.S.) makes no mention of allowances. 


National Guard Captain’s Annual Extra Pay. 


The Comptroller General says that the pay 
at the annual rate of $240 provided for a 
captain commanding an organization is pay- 
able for the satisfactory performance of his 
duties as the organization commander under 
regulations of the War Department while in 
an armory drill pay status under Section 109, 
N.D.A. The additional pay was intended as 
compensation for the performance of duties in 
connection with the company other than drills. 
Sec. 14, act of June 10, 1922, provides the 
same annual pay, in addition to pay provided 
in Sec. 109, N.D.A., for officers other than 
captains commanding organizations ‘‘for the 
faithful performance of administrative duties 
connected therewith.’’ 


$100 Monthly for Enlisted Men Training 
for O.B.C. 


A supply sergeant of the National Guard in 
training for commission in the Reserve Corps 
April 3, 1918, to June 25, 1918, the Comp- 
troller General decides, was entitled during 
that training period to $100 a month, the same 
as enlisted men of the Regular Army received 
under like conditions. At $100 a month in- 
stead of the $40 a month paid this claimant, 4 
difference of $166 is found in his favor and 
certified due him.
